N«w Tobk, April 6.—Jacob Sharp 
died at 9:20 o'clock last night. 
About 
6 o'clock he was seized with a coughing 
spell and though it subsided somewhat, 
rallied but lay in a state of coma, dying 
abont 9:20 without having recovered 
consciousness. 
The members of his 
family were at his bedside. His death 
was a result of a complication of heart 
disease, affection of the kidneys, bron- 
chitis, and a worry over 
the legal 
troubles which hung over him. It was 
nnderstood that he was soon to be tried 
the second time on the charge of bribery 
of members of the board of aldermen of 
1884, to grant him a charter for the 
street railway in lower Broadway.

Bavxsna, Ohio, April (SL—E. G. John- 
son, of Elyria, on behalf of the defense, 
closed the arguments in the hearing of a 
motion for a new trial in Blinky Mor- 
gan's case before the circuit court, and 
the Robinson case was taken up immedi- 
ately afterward, the arguments being 
opened by W. 8. Anderson, of Toungs* 
town, on behalf of Robinson, followed 
by J. T. Biddall and E. W. Mazon on 
the part of the state, and closed by Thos.

ODR LAW_MAKERS. 


C o n g m Still Considering the Dfareet 
Tax Bill—The Pension of Mrs. 
General Logau. 


Washikotom, April 6.—The senate 
took up the bond purchase bill late yes- 
terday afternoon. Mr. McPherson with- 
drew the amendment which he offered, 
and then, without a word of discussion, 
the substitute, with the Beck amend- 
ment, was passed and a committee of 
conference ordered. 


Washington, April 6.—The commit- 
tee of conference on the bond bill is 
iiessrs. Sherman, Allison and Beck. 
The following is the text of the bill as 
»ssed: That section 2 of the act mak- 
ng appropriations for sundry civil ex- 
penses ef the government for the year 
ending June 
80, 
1882, 
and 
for 
other purposes, 
which is as 
fol- 
lows: 
"That 
the 
secretary 
of 
the treasury may at any time apply sur- 
plus money in the treasury, not other- 
wise appropriated, or so muck thereof as 
he may consider p r o ^ , to the purchase 
or redemption of United States bonds, 
provided the bonds so purchased or re< 
deemed shall constitute no part of the 
sinking fund, but sh|ill be cancelled,*' 
was intended to be a permanent provis- 
ion of the law and the same is hereby 
declared to have been since its enact- 
ment and to be in full force and effect 
now. 


Section 2.—That whenever the circu- 
lation or any part thereof, of any Na- 
tional bank not in liquidation shall be 
surrendered by the deposit of United 
States notes in the.treasury or otherwise, 
and the same or an equivalent amount 
not taken by other National banks, with- 
in 
thirty 
days thereafter, the sec- 
retary of 
the treasury 
is 
hereby 
authorized to purchase at the market 
price thereof an equivalent amount in 
silver bullion in excess of the minimum 
of $2,000,000 worth per month for .coin- 
age purposes, which shall be coined and 
used as provided in the act passed Feb- 
ruary 28, 1878, and entitled: An act 
authorizing the coinage of the standard 
silver dollar and to restore its legal ten- 
der character, provided, that nothing in 
this act shall alter or repeal said act of 
February 28,1878. 


The house entdred upon the fourth 
day of its contest over the direct tax 
biU, the legislative day of Wednesday 
still continuing 
No progress toward an 
agreement was made. 


The situation in the house remains 
unchanged. The present prospects of 
breaking the deadlock is not very good. 
It is threatened that the house will be 
kept in a continuous session, without re- 
cesses being taken, until the question is 
settled, either by compromise or by one 
party unconditionally surrendering its 
position. 


The president today approved the act 
granting a pension to Mary S. Logan, 
the widow of General Logan, and an 
act to increase the pension of Mrs. Ap- 
poline A. Blair. 


Senator Danells to-day introduced a 
bill to repeal section 1,218 of the revised 
statutes, which provided that "no per- 
son who has served in any capacity in 
the military, naval or civil service of the 
so-called confederate states, or of either 
of the states in the insurrection during 
the late rebellion, shall be appointed to 
any position in the army of the United 
States." 


The president sent the following nomi- 
nations to the senate to-day: Brigadier 
General George Orook, to be maior gen- 
eral, OoL John B. Brooks, of the third 
infantry to be brigadier general.

The Plea of th« Poatel Clerks. 


The bill which Congressman S. S. CoK 
Introduced in the house to increase the 
salaries of the United States postal clerks 
is meeting with general favor, and such • 
strong showing has been made in behalf 
of the clerks that it is more than probable 
that the bill will pass. 


It is to be hoped that it will, for of aU 
the government employes none are poorer 
paid in comparison with the responsibili- 
ties which they are called upon to bear 
than the postal clerks, whose salaries now 
range from $800 to $1,300 per iinnam. 
The portion which a postal clerk holds 
is a most responsible one, and only 
thorough, competent and well equipped 
men are capable of performing the 
duties of the office as la necessary to 
give the public an accurate and efficient 
mail service. Every piece of mail matter 
handled in the United States, except those 
which are distributed in the cities in which 
they are mailed,, goes.through the hands 
of the postal clerks, of which there were 
at the close of the fiscal year of 1885, 4,513 
in the whole country. These clerks han- 
dled 4,964,673,577 pieces during that year^ 
and this mail was carried over 121,033 
miles of road. This was nearly three 
years ago, and there has been a very great 
Increase since then in the work which 
these clerks are called upon to perform 
The average annual run for each clerk 
was 40,167 miles, or an average of 110 
miles for every day in the year. For this 
the compensation averages only about 
$1.000 annually, and out of this the clerta 
are compelled to pay their own expenses. 


The postoflace department has frequently 
recommended to congress an increase in 
these salaries, but a combination of cir- 
cumstances has prevented the increase be- 
ing made before this. The inadequacy of 
this compensation has been very strongly 
impressed on the present congress, and 
from all parts of the country the postfd 
clerks have brought strongest indorse- 
ments of the justice of their request for an 
increase. 


Of all public servants there are none 
brought more directly in contact with the 
public than the postal clerks, and on the 
faithful performance of their work busi- 
ness and society depends largely for the 
methods which guarantee reliable inter- 
course. Day after day they are engaged 
in work which carries them from one 
place to another, subjected to inconven- 
iences and discomforts which are borne 
by but few others In the service of the 
government, and yet they are the poorest 
paid and the hardest worked class of its 
employes. 


These men have proven themselves wor- 
thy of public confidence, and it is an ex- 
tremely rare thing that any In this depart- 
ment of the government's mail service are 
found guilty of improper use of the mails. 
Nearly a thousand p rsons were tried in 
the United Stt^tes courts last year for of- 
fenses against the mails, and of that num- 
ber only eight were postal clerks. Millions 
and millions of dollars pass through their 
hands annually, and tie honesty and com- 
petency of their work is attested in the 
fact that of the complaints against the 
mail service, fewer are made against them 
than any others who handle the mails, 
and yet the great bulk of the work passes 
through the hands of the railway postal 
clerks.—Atlanta Constitution.

Among the Arlzon« Indians. 


While the Apache Indians of Arizona 
are probably t<^y the most dangerous of 
the nation's wards who stiU indulge in 
periodical outbreaks of active hostility, 
their neighbors, the Maricopas, Pimas, 
Yumas and Mohavee, dwelling on the 
banks of the Gila and Colorado rivers, set 
a good example of friendliness and semi- 
civilization. 
Their 
occupations 
are 
chiefly agriculture 
and stock raising. 
They also manufacture rude pottery simi- 
lar to that found in the ancient, deserted 
pueblos of the Gila valley and the Colo- 
rado plateau. 
South of the Gila, the 
greater portion of the country, outside of 
the fertile bottom lands, is a sterile 
desert, where the mesquite tree and the 
cactus alone flourish, and the only living 
creatures are vultures. Jackals, rattle- 
snakes, cent ipedes and a venomous lizard. 
It was only in 1858 that this section south 
of the Gila was acquired by the United 
States from Mexico; and reminiscences of 
many customs and superstitions, probably 
of Aztec origin, are common to most of 
the tribes of this part of the country.—

TBE BRrnSH HOUSE OF LOBIMSL 


JEKequired in tbe Q r n t 
iKtive Body. 


(Youth's Compuiion.l 
A few weeks ago a young English 
peer of high rank was (»ught cheating 
in a horse race and was expelled from 
the race tracks 
controlled by the 
Jockey Clnb. 
He had entered a horse 
in a zaoe, and in order, dishonestly, to 
make money, had directed his jockey 
not to let his horse win. 


This disgraceful incident, happening 
to a man who, b v right of birth, has 
the power to aid in making of English 
laws, has called general attention td 
the defects of the upper branch o| 
Parliament--the House of Lords. 


It is not. indeed, the only incident 
which has taken place in recent year^ 
involving a peer in personal dii^ace. 
At the present time a peer is hiding oi^ 
the continent, so as to be out of th^ 
reach of law. 
Instances of peers being| 
made bankrupts have not l^en rare ix^ 
recent years, and cases of hopelesa 
moral depravity, on the part of noble- 
men, have again been made public. 


In a body comprising between five 
and six hundred men, however, most of 
whom have been reared in. and are pe- 
culiarly subject to, the temptations of 
great wealth and luxury, it is perhaps 
not surprising that some should go 
wrong, that there .should be extrav- 
agance, dissoluteness, and dishonesty 
on the part of weak peers. 


But the House of I.ords also con- 
tains a large number oi" a'de, useful 
and upright men. 
Its bench of twenty- 
six bishops presents many exam,ples of 
intellectual talent and personal lives. 
The House not long ago was found to 
contain twenty-one 
peers who had 
served England as diplomats abroad; 
six who had governed large colonies; 
two ex-Speakers of the Lower House, 
two ex-Lord 
Chancellors, two field 
marshals, eight able judges, forty gen- 
erals, admirals, and ex-ministers, and 
twenty-four who were or had been 
members of the Cabinet 


In political eloquence, the hereditary 
chamber need not fear comparison with 
the po]iularly elected Lower House. 
The Duke of Argyll, 
the Marquis of 
Salisbury, 
the Earls 
of Roseherry, 
Granville and Carnarvon are debaters 
who are not excelled by more than two 
or three of the greatest speakers in the 
Commons. 


Many of the peers, moreover, have 
served in the Commons, 
and 
have 
either succeeded to titles emjiowering 
them to sit in the Lords, or have been 
created peers on account of ability or 
party services. 
Manufacturers, bank- 
ers, brewers, and other business men 
tlave been raised to seats in the Upper 
House ; though as yet science and med- 
icine are unrepresented in it, and the 
only literary man who has been made a 
pe<ir solely by reason of his literary 
achievements is Lord Tennyson. 


It is clearly seen in England, how- 
ever, that the House of Lords is not 
thoroughly well fitted to be a powerful 
and practical lepislative body in these 
days. 
The idea of a mm becoming a 
egislator for life, merely by right of 
birth, is seen to be absurd at a period 
when the masses of people have come 
rule the empire. 


Even Lord Salisbury, a high Tory and 
very tenacious of the privileges of his 
order, is in favor of making some 
changes in its compositiim. 
"We be- 
long too much to one class." he says, 
"and the result is that, with respect to 
a large number of »juestions, we are all 
too much of one mind." 


The reform of the House of Lords, 
indeed, is one of the questions in the 
near future in English politics, though 
it is not one of the questions that will 
probably soon be settled. 
Clearly as 
the necessity of reform is perceived^ 
there is an immense amount of con-* 
servative inertia to be overcome before 
the movement can be successful 


Among the suggestions that will be 
considered are the creation of more life 
^etrs, in order that more general abil- 
ity may be secured, 
and all fields of 
knowledge and action may be repre- 
sented. 
Again it will be proposed that 
the peers as a whole shall choose a por- 
tion of their members to perform the 
legislative duties of their House as the 
Scottish and Irish peers now elect a few 
of their number to represent them in 
the House. 


The new House of Lords, if it should 
be reformed iu either of these ways, 
would be more in accordance with the 
spirit of the age than the old, and far 
better fitted to perform its task in the 
system of the English government

between a couple of Sixth Ward plug- 
uglies in the rooms of one of these

A Son of the Jfotorioas Wife Murderer 
Falls Heir to $40,000 in 
Kansas, 


The readers of THE SKNTI.TBII will re- 
call the nctorioos Obarley Butler, who 
was confined in the jail at this city, and 
was afterward hun^ at Colnmbia City 
for the bratal murder of hia wife at 
Pierceton. 
The 
following 
dispatch, 
giving an aocouut of his son falling heir 
to $40,000 will interest: 


CoBNAiw, Kan., April 6.—The ap- 
pearance of Deputy United States Mar- 
shal Currine, of Leavenworth, on our 
streets last Saturday excited some won- 
der and many were the speculations as 
to his probable business. 
Marshal Gur- 
rine's business in Wichita county, was 
to serye a writ of habeas corpus upon 
Wm. Sheehan; the petition alleging that 
he was unlawfully restraining the body 
of his nephew, Harry Butler. 
The writ 
commanded him to give the body up be- 
fore Judge Foster, of Topeka. 
Marshal 
Currine did not find Mr. Sheehan at 
home, and cousoquently he did not 
serve his writ. 


This is one of the closing chapters ot' 
a terrible tragedy which horrified the- 
whole country a few years ago. 
Harry 
Butler's mother, a sister of the Sheehan 
brothers, was murdered by her husband 
in Pierceton Ind. 
Butler was a son of 
the wealthy Dr. Butler, of Columbus, 
Ohio, whose wife had been compelled to 
leave him on account of his cruel treat- 
ment. 
She went to Pierceton, Ind., 
whither her husband followed and there 
murdered her. 


Butler was captured, tried, convicted 
and executed at Columbia City, Ind. 
The trial created at that time great in- 
terest throughout the country. 
He was 
defended by celebrated counsel. Con- 
gressman Converse, of Ohio. an^.Judge 
Powell, late democratic candidate for 
governor of tae same state. 
But all 
their eloquence and influence did not 
avail to clear their client, and justice 
was meted out to him on the gallom 


Harry Butler, who resides with his 
uncle, Wm. Sheenan, is the only child 
of this unhappy family. 
He is now the 
possessor of some $40,000inherited from 
his grandmother Butler, and one of the 
heirs of his grandfather, who is very 
wealthy. 
The Butler family are very 
anxious to get possession of the boy, 
who is an unusually bright ctxild; but 
have failed thus far. It is probable they 
will not let, the matter drop 
without 
more strenuous efiorts.

of the clerks that it Is more than probable 
that the bill wlU pass. 
It is to be hoped that it will, for of all 


te goverhment employee none are poorer 
Mud in comparison with the responsiblU- 
iies which they are called upon to bear 
than the postal clerks, whose salaries now 
range from f 800 to 91,800 per itnnnm. 
Che position, whicl» a postal clerk hold* 
a' a • moet responsible one, awl only 
thorough, competent and well equipped 
men are capable of performing, vthe 
duties ot the office as Is necessary to 
give the pablic an accurate and eracieat 
mall service. Every piece of mall matter 
handled in the United States, except those 
which are distributed in the cities in which 
they are mniled,.goes.through the hand* 
of -the postal clerks, of which then were, 
at the close of the fiscal year of 1883, 4,518 
n the Vhole country. 'These clerks han- 


md this mail waa carried overlftl.Ow 
mfles of road. Thi* was nearly three 
yean ago, and there baa been a very great 
mcrease since then In the work which 
these clerks ate called upon to perform; 
The average annual run for each clerk 
waa 40,16? miles, or an average of 110 
mOes for every day In the year. -For tbi* 
the compensation averages' only about 
$1.000 annually, and out of this the clerks 
are compelled to pay their own expense*. 
. The postofBce department has fn-quently 
neommended to congre» an Increase' in 
time salaries, but a combination of dr- 
eumatances has prevented the increase be- 
big made before this.

A few weeks ago a young English 


peer of high rank was caught cheating 
in a hone race and was expelled from 
the race tracks controlled by the 
Jockey Club. He had entered a horse 
in a race, and in order, dishonestly, to, 
make money, had directed his jockey 
hot to let his ho rue win. 


This disgraceful incident, happening 


to a man who, by right of birth, has! 
the power to aid in ranking of English, 
laws, has called general attention to) 
the defect* of the upper branch o| 
Parliament—the House of Lords. 


It is not. indeed, the only Incident 


which has taken place in recent yean) 
involving a peer in personal disgrace. 
At the present time a peer is hiding on 
the continent, so as to be out of the, 
reach of law. Instances of peers beina 
made bankrupts have not been rare in, 
recent years, and cases of hopeless, 
moral depravity, on the part of noble- 
men, have again been made public. 
. Ina-body comprising between five 
and six: hundred men, however, most oi 
whom have been reared in, and are per 
culiarly subject to, the temptations of 
great wealth and luxury, it is perhaps, 
not surprising that some should go 
wrong, that there should be extrav- 
agance, dissoluteness, and dishonesty 
on. the part of weak peers. 


But the House of Lords also con- 


tains a large number of able, useful 
and upright men. Its bench of twenty- 
six; bishops presents many'examples of 
intellectual talent and personal lives. 
The House not • long ago was found to 
contain twenty-one peers who had 
served England as dip!omata abroad; 
six who had governed large colonies; 
two ex-Speakers . of the Lower House, 
two ex-Lord Chancellors, two field 
marshals, eight able judges, forty gen- 
erals, admirals, and ex-ministers, and 
twenty-four who were or had been 


embers of the Cabinet 
In political eloquence, the hereditary 


chamber need not fear comparison with 
the popularly elected Lower House. 
The Duke of Argyll, the Marquis of 
Salisbury, the Earls of Boseberry, 
Granville and Carnarvon are debaters 
who ate not excelled by more than two 
or three'of the greatest speakers in the 
Commons. 


Many of .toe peers, r. moreover, have 


•erred la ' the Commons,. and have 
either succeeded to titles empowering 
them to sit in the Lords, or have been 
created peers on account of ability oe 
party services. Manufacturers, bank- 
firs, brewers, and other business men 
have been raised to seats in the Upper 
House; though as yet science and med- 
icine are unrepresented in it, and the 
only literary 'man who has been made a 
peer solely by reason of his literary 
achievement is Lord Tennyson. 
It is clearly seen in England, how- 


ever, that the House of Lords is not 
thoroughly well fitted to be a powerful 
and practical lefrialative body in these 
days. The idea of a mnn becoming a 
legislator for life, merely by right of 
birth, is seen to be absurd at a period 
when the masses of people have oome 
rule the empire. 
: 


Even Lord Salisbury, a high Tory and 


very tenacious of the privileges of his 
order, is in favor of making-some 
changes in its composition. "We be- 
long too much, to one cluss," he says, 
"and the result is that, with respect to 
• large number of questions, we are all 
too much of one mini" 


The reform of the House of Lord*, 


indeed, is one of the questions in the 
near future in Knglish politics, thongh 
it is not one of the questions that will 
probably soon be settled. Clearly as 
the necessity of reform is perceived 
there- is an immense amount of eon-' 
servative inertia to be overcome before 
the movement can be swnessfuL 


Among the suggestions that will be 


considered are the creation of more life 
peers, in order that more general abil- 
ity may be secured, and(all field* of 
knowledge and action may be repre- 
sented. Again it will be proposed that 
the pears as a whole shall choose a por- 
tion of their members to perform the 
legislative duties of their House as the 
Scottish and Irish peers now elect a few 
of their number to represent them in 
the Honse. • . 
-
